OFFICIAL ORGAN We are in receipt 


OF THE C. Ph. A. of a communication 
DISCONTINUED from the secretary 


of the ©, Fa: ’S., 
which reads as follows. 


Gentlemen: 

This is to advise you that at the last 
annual meeting of the California Pharma- 
ceutical Association at Del Monte, May 
21st, 22d, and 23d, the association adopted 
a resolution whereby ‘‘No drug or trade 
journal shall be known as the Official 
Organ of this Association,’’ thus releasing 
the Pacific Pharmacist from that obliga- 
tion. 

We are not advised who moved and 


seconded the resolution, neither do we 
care. We simply, in passing as it were, 
wish to eall attention to the following: 

The California Pharmaceutical Asso- 


ciation owes its very existence and 
growth to the Pacific Pharmacist and 
to the men who established this 
journal. The Pacific Pharmacist has 
done everything possible to awaken the 
pharmacists of California and to in- 
duce them to organize for mutual bene- 
fit and mutual protection, and a better 
appreciation of their duty to the pub- 
lic. The organizers of the California 
Pharmaceutical Association, foremost 
among whom was W. M. Searby, also 
established the Pacific Pharmacist, and 
from the very first the pages of this 
journal were dedicated to and devoted 


to the better and higher interests of | 


pharmacy and of pharmacists in Cali- 
fornia and elsewhere. These being 
facts which no informed pharmacist 
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on the entire Pacific Coast can deny, 


we do not understand why the ‘‘ Asso- 
ciation’’ should have adopted the 
above resolution, especially in the face 
of the fact that certain members tried 
to make a journal published in another 
state the official organ of the C. Ph. A. 


Further, also in passing as it were, 
we wish to state that our services in be- 
half of the pharmacists have been 
gladly, freely, willingly and gratui- 
tously rendered. At no time has the 
C. Ph. A. given us any financial as- 
sistance nor have we ever expected or 
asked for such assistance. At no time 
has the C. Ph. A., in meeting assembled 
or through its executive committees, 
passed one resolution or said one word 
in praise of the work done by the 
Pacific Pharmacist. It is true we do 
not require a good word or praise, but 
in common with humanity in general 


we are sufficiently weak to feel a little — 


better, a little more ready to continue 
our struggle for better things, when 
made the recipient of a little encour- 
agement, now and then. 


However, we shall not let a little 
thoughtlessness on the part of the 
C. Ph. A. influence us in the least. We 
are in the fight to stay. The Pacific 
Pharmacist was, now is, and will con- 


tinue as the official organ of the pro-. 


gressive pharmacists of California and 
elsewhere. 


SUNDAY Under date of July 8th Dr. 
CLOSING A'S. Musante writes as 
AGAIN follows: 

‘*T find that the local 
medical society is taking up the matter 
of regulating Sunday closing of phar- 
macies, as the following, which is sub- 
mitted for the Pharmacist, shows. Of 
course I have promised to help arrange 
a satisfactory plan.’’ 


To Investigate Sunday Closing 


The San Francisco County Medical 
Society indicates by the following note 


in its July Bulletin that it will make a 
study and seek to regulate the closing of 
pharmacies on Sunday: 

‘‘At various times this office has heard 
of inconveniences brought about by the 
Sunday afternoon closing of the city’s 
drug stores. Before proceeding further 
in this matter, we would request all mem- 
bers interested to communicate with this 
office in writing.’’ 

As this is a matter that interests 
both the pharmaceutical and medical 
professions, as well as the public, it is 
well that the responsibilities involved — 
be understood. It is plain, also, that 
the adverse action of the ©. Ph. A. 
upon the amelioration suggested by 
Dr. A. S. Musante, in the paper on 


‘‘Sunday Closing of Pharmacies—a 


Physician’s Plea to Make It Alternat- 


ing,’’ which was read at Del Monte, 
has not put the intended quietus on 
the matter. 

This office would be glad to get ex- 
pressions of opinion on the matter; 
also on the subject of having drug 
stores open on Sundays and other holi- 
days, for the sale of medicines and 
filling of prescriptions only. 

It has been suggested that urgent 
Sunday ealls rush to the _ hospital, 
where their needs will be attended to. 
Where is that hospital? how can it be 
reached? When does the next train 
leave for M. Sinai Hospital? Will the 
pharmacist be on duty when I arrive? 
To whom shall I apply when I get 
there? ete. No, apparently it would 
not do. <A drug store should, at all 
times (Sunday included) be accessible 
to meet emergency cases. No physician 
may voluntarily absent himself from 
an emergency case, if called. Why 
should the pharmacist hope to be ex- 
cused under similar circumstances ?

cal education by a suitable method of 
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conducting examinations. The ques- 
tions could be made so difficult as to 
make it impossible for the unfit to 
obtain a passing percentage. We 
admit that this is being done, but it is 
not a fair and honest method, though 
it does serve as a source of revenue for 
the State Boards. Many would-be 
pharmacists are prompted to ‘‘try’’ 
the examination, hoping by some hocus 
pocus to get through, with the full 
consciousness that they are not prop- 
erly qualified to practice pharmacy. 
They try again and again, even migrat- 
ing to states where they believe the 
exams to be ‘‘easy.’’ Finally, after 
from three to a dozen trials, they are 
given a certificate to practice. They 
were unqualified when they took the 
first examination and they were 
equally unqualified when they took the 
last examination, however, the board is 
richer by the number of examination 
fees collected. This is decidedly un- 
fair, not only to the candidate, but also 
to the public upon whom these un- 
qualified clerks or druggists are per- 
mitted to practice. 

If only qualified candidates were 
permitted to appear before our State 
Board there would be no occasion for 
second, third and more re-examina- 
tions. If the questions put before 
qualified candidates were fair then 
there should be not more than 5 per 
cent. failures at any examination. 

The conditions above outlined will 
continue until candidates are compelled 
to qualify themselves properly prior to 
appearing before the State Board. The 
declaration made by some State Boards 
that the uneducated candidates (in 
colleges of pharmacy) show as high or 
even higher examination ratings than 
those who are properly educated, is 
simply a reflection on the character of 
the questions asked. We are reminded 
of the old joke about ‘‘a fool being 


able to ask questions which a wise man 
cannot answer.’’ 

Let us have properly qualified can- 
didates for licentiates in pharmacy 
then the State Boards will have less 
difficulty in conducting the examina- 
tions and the public health will not be 
endangered by unqualified druggists. 


Higher Educational Standards in New 
York 

With the purpose of elevating the 
standard of the educational qualifications 
of pharmacists in this State, the pharmacy 
council of the board of regents of the 
educational department at a meting held 
at Albany, May 17th, passed a resolution 
recommending that the degree of bachelor 
of science in pharmacy be made customary 
and that three years’ instruction and a 
four-year preparatory course in a_ high 
school be prerequisite to the obtaining of 
the degree. 


It was also recommended that the degree — 


of graduate in pharmacy be used in the 
two-year course, and that the degree of 
doctor of pharmacy be conferred only after 
the completion of three years of resident 
work subsequent to the attaining of the 
degree of bachelor of science in pharmacy. 

The new recommendations do not become 
effective until January, 1913. 

The pharmacy council is composed of the 
deans of the several pharmacal teaching 


institutions in the State——Druggists’ 
Circular.

EDUCATIONAL REQUIREMENTS FOR 
THE BETTERMENT OF PHARMACY 
IN CALIFORNIA AND BOARD 
OF PHARMACY REPORT 


By J. G. Munson, Ph. G. 


The California State Board of 
Pharmacy has issued and submitted 
their annual report to his Excellency, 
Hiram W. Johnson, Governor of the 


State of California, for the fiscal year 


ending June 30, 1911. This report 
was printed by the State, and it is 
the first printed report ever given to 
the people by any board of pharmacy 
in California. 

As this report is public property, it 
should be read and understood by 
every pharmacist in California. 

The report contains twenty-six 
pages divided as follows: 

Twelve pages are devoted to poison 
law and convictions made under the 
same. Three pages are devoted to the 
pharmacy law and the examinations 
for license and the conviction under 
the same. Three pages to pharmaceu- 
tical legislation. Two pages to self 
praise. One page to their financial 
report which is incomplete, and five 
pages to miscellaneous matter. 

On looking over this extraordinary 
report, you will notice the names of 
three hundred thirty-five persons who 
have been arrested and convicted for 
violating either the pharmacy or the 
poison laws. Ninety-five per cent. of 
these persons are members of either 
the following societies: Bing Tongs, 
Hop Sings, Hip Sings, San Yips and 
Suey Sings. 

The remaining five per cent. are 
white men, of course. We all know 
that these mongolians are not phar- 
macists and were not arrested by. the 
board for violating the pharmacy law, 


but they were arrested for violating 
the poison law, by having in their 
possession either opium, opium pipes, 
morphine, cocaine or yen she. 

It is not my purpose to discuss the 
poison law for the reason that, from 
the standpoint of the pharmacist, it 
is a just and fair law, and is seldom 
willfully violated by registered phar- 
macists; and in most cases where 
prosecutions have been made of drug- 
gists for selling narcotics, the arrest 
can be traced to trickeries of dope 
fiends and others in the employ of 
the State Board of Pharmacy. These 
people, while in the employ of the 
board, need more watching than the 
people they are sent to apprehend, 
and are in many instances much worse 
offenders than the men who illegally 
supply the drug. 

The law that regulates the practice — 
of pharmacy is, in the minds of pro- 
gressive pharmacists, not in keeping 
with present day progress. There- 
fore, the educational requirements for 
license to practice pharmacy in Cali- 
fornia should be raised. To prove 
this statement, I will quote from the 
report of the State board where they 
comment upon the result of their 
examinations as follows: 

‘‘Our records show that about fifty 
per cent. of the applicants who appear 
before the board for examinations 
have attended and in: most instances 
graduated from a college of pharmacy. 
The results of the examinations show 
that equally as many are successful 
who never have attended a college of 
pharmacy as those who have; thereby 
demonstrating that the examinations 
given by the board are fair and 
practical.’’ 

If the number of graduate and non- 
graduate applicants for license to 


‘ 
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practice pharmacy are equal and both 
classes are equally successful, demon- 
stration is not thereby made that the 


State board examinations are fair and 


practical. If this were true, the ratio 
between college and non-college suc- 
cess would be different, for drug store 
experiences have changed so much 
that the drug stores of today are no 
longer the place where students learn 
the science and the art of pharmacy. 
It is now the store of hand-me-down 
articles, preparations manufactured by 
large concerns, shoe polish, post cards, 
cameras and a hundred other ‘‘what 
nots.’’ And with the ever increasing 
number of stores, every store is being 
forced more and more into these side- 
lines. An apprentice in such a store 
is called upon to do most everything 
except that which pertains to the 
strict practice of pharmacy, and in 
most cases can not come in contact 
with the actual pharmaceutical knowl- 
edge sought. His time, energy and 
attention is devoted almost exclusively 
to the commercial side of pharmacy. 
No examination, as given by any State 
board, can determine the knowledge 
of such an applicant nor be the proper 
basis to estimate his efficiency to 
practice pharmacy as a_ profession. 
Since in the present-day drug store 
there is practically no didactic instruc- 
tions, no obligatory reading, no labora- 
tory experimenting, the systematic in- 
structions of the adequately-equipped 
school of: pharmacy, where it is pos- 
sible for students to be educated by 
men who have specialized in their 
respective branches of the profession, 
is absolutely necessary to place the 
student in the position to scientifically 
practice the science and art of 
pharmacy. 

The science of anything is organized 
knowledge or classified common sense. 
Science is the knowing while art is 
the doing. This is true because it is 


what you can do supported by organ- 
ized knowledge that counts. How- 
ever, before we can do well, we must 
know how, and organized knowledge 
is much more potent than knowledge 
not organized. The well-educated 
pharmacist is he who combines the 
materials, agencies and methods of 
the self-educated pharmacist’ and 
school educated pharmacist. Even 
though the commercial side of phar- 
macy is rapidly coming to the front, 
the pharmacist must know the science 
and the art in order to satisfy the 
demands of the public. 

When the science and the art of 


pharmacy is learned in a college of — 


pharmacy, the student is qualified to 
practice pharmacy knowing that his 
education is “‘organized and is classi- 
fied knowledge,’’ while the person 
with but a few years’ experience in a 
drug store has developed knowledge 
on lines which leads to a commercial 
education, minus an organized educa- 
tion which can not be classified with 
the sciences or the application of the 
same. Therefore, the commercially 
educated apprentice should not be ad- 
mitted to the board examinations until 
such time as he can show that he has 
gone through a course of study that 
will entitle him to a diploma from a 
reputable college of pharmacy. 

Let us briefly compare the educa- 
tional requirements .of the student, 
prescribed by the board, as _ being 
necessary before taking the examina- 
tions, and the educational require- 
ments of the college student, up to 
the time of matriculation, and the 
course of studies taught at the college. 

Conditions for board examinations 
are as follows: 

Persons desiring to be registered as 


apprentices must have completed the 


grammar school course in the public 
schools. No pharmaceutical experi- 
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ence will be allowed before the appli- 
cant was fourteen years old. 

Assistance must have completed the 
grammar school course in_ public 
school and must have had three years 
in a store where prescriptions are 
compounded. 

Any one who can comply with the 
above requirements may take the ex- 
aminations before the board which is 
as follows: 

Ten questions in Materia Medica. 

Ten questions in Pharmacy Medica. 

Ten questions in Chemistry Medica. 

Ten questions in Toxicology Medica. 

Twenty drugs to identify. 

The applicant must make seventy 
per cent. for licentiates. 

The applicant must make sixty per 
cent. for assistant. 

Any of the applicants who are suc- 
cessful will be given all the rights 
and privileges to fill prescriptions, sell 
poisons and conduct a drug store any- 
where in the State of California. 

Requirements to take the course in 
a reputable college of pharmacy: 

Applicant must be eighteen years 
old. It is advisable that students shall 
have had one or two yéars practical 
training in a drug store before enter- 
ing college. 

Applicants will be accepted who 
show: 

Certificate of having completed 
satisfactorily the second year’s course 
in a high school in this State or its 
equivalent. 

The course in a reputable college is 
two years. 

The number of hours in teaching a 
two-years’ course is as follows: 


Didactics and operatice....... 512 hrs. 
Botany, Materia Medica and 
Toxicology and Materia Medica 
Pharmacal Jurisprudence ..... lle 


Chemistry, inorganic and di- 


Pharmacognancy and Bacteri- 


The above subjects includes lectures 
and reviews, followed by laboratory 
work on the manufacture of most all 
the official preparations; so when the 
course is completed the student has 
made one or more of almost every 
type of preparation in the Pharma- 
copea and National Formulary. 

The laboratories are as follows: 

Pharmaceutical, chemical, microscopy 
and bacteriology. 

Junior Examinations 

Periodical examinations are held 
orally each week and written every 
two months during the session in each 
of the subjects taught by the pro- 
fessors and ratings received are 
recorded. 

. Senior Examinations 

Students in the senior class are 
examined bi-monthly for the degree 
of Pharmaceutical Chemist, and at the 
end of the session inorganic and or- 
ganic chemistry, pharmacy, botany, 
materia medica, pharmacognancy, phy- 
slology, toxicology, translation of 
prescriptions, pharmaceutical juris- 
prudence and identification. 

I suggest that the California State 
Pharmaceutical Association go on 
record in this matter and that the 
following: resolution shall be passed 
by the association at this meeting: 

Whereas, The California Pharma- 
ceutical Association, now assembled, 
deem it proper that specific educa- 
tional requirements as a basis to take 
the State board examination should 
be formulated, therefore be it 

Resolved, That on and after Janu- 
ary 1, 1913, the California Board of 
Pharmacy shall require all applicants 
for examinations as registered phar- 
macists to submit evidence of having 
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satisfactorily completed at least one 
year of college work in a college of 
pharmacy, and on and after January 
1, 1914, the board shall require of said 
applicants for examinations as regis- 
tered pharmacists evidence of having 
graduated from a college of pharmacy, 
in which the course is at least a two- 
years’ course. The bvard shall only 
recognize such college in the United 
States as hold membership in the 
American Conference of Pharmaceuti- 
cal Faculties. | 

I will now deal with the financial 
report of the State board. 

The last page of the report is de- 
voted to the financial statement of the 
board of pharmacy for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1911. This report 
shows that the receipts were $36,- 
845.24 and disbursements $30,396.86. 
Total resources of the board and bal- 
ance cash on hand is $5,698.58. 

This is the first printed financial 

report ever given to the public and as 
a few other similar reports were never 
published by the board, it will not be 
out of place at this time to give to 
you the receipts and disbursements of 
the California State Board of Phar- 
macy for the past four years and up 
to July 1, 1911.

My object in giving you the fore- 


going receipts and disbursements is to 
acquaint you with the facts that the 
board receives and disburses enormous 
amounts of money each year and it 
seems that it is nobody’s’ business 
where or how this money is spent. 
There is a reason why it seems no- 
body’s business, and this is_ the 
reason. The pharmacy law and other 
laws over which the board have con- 
trol, or under which they act, do not 
require that the board shall send their 
moneys to the State Controller, the 
same to be checked out by warrant 
on the State Treasurer. This condi- 
tion, from a business point of view, 
is wrong and should be corrected. 
One looking over this financial re- 
port will notice that it is incomplete 
for the reason that it does not give 
an itimized account for its receipts 
and disbursements. It therefore 
should not be accepted by his Excel- 
lency, Hiram W. Johnson, any more 
than the president or board of di- 
rectors of a corporation would accept 
an unitemized statement from its 
secretary or manager. Let me say 
right here that California is a big 
corporation and every taxpayer is a 
stockholder, and as the State Board 
of Pharmacy is a State commission 
it should satisfy the members of said 
corporation by giving an itemized ac- 
count of each respective amount re- 
ceived and disbursed, and thus show 
to the Governor and the people where 
the sum of $118,500.00 was paid. 
This is no small amount of money 
for seven State commissioners to spend 
at their own discretion and without 
any system of check and balance, and 
it behooves those who are interested 
in the board and in the work which 
the board is supposed to do, to ques- 
tion whether the Board of Pharmacy

was justified in expending the enor- 
mous sums of moneys above men- 
tioned. Also the question may prop- 
erly be asked, has the board per- 
formed its. duty? His Excellency, 
Hiram W. Johnson, Governor of the 
State of California, should be urged 
to instruct the State Board of Control 
to ascertain to whom, when and where 
the Board of Pharmacy paid all this 
money, and the Board of Control 
should, in their investigation, cover 
the. full period that the members of 
the Board of Pharmacy have been in 
office. This is no more than fair for 
all coneerned and will result in ecarry- 
ing out a better business policy by 
the board for the people, and I feel 
sure that the Governor will, when his 
attention is called to the above con- 
dition, cause immediate action to be 
taken. | 


CALIFORNIA BOARD OF PHARMACY 
UPHELD*

I am delighted that Mr. Munson has 
shown to you the statements he has, 
and has gone back three or four years 
into the finances of the board, for they 
show mighty good business manage- 
ment, and I can tell Mr. Munson, for 
his benefit, that the receipts for the 
eurrent fiscal year, which will con- 
clude June 30, 1912, will probably 
exceed the receipts of last year. The 
financial statement sent to the gover- 
nor last year shows total receipts from 


all sources for the fiscal year closing 
June 380, 1911, of $54,597.65. and I

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am sure for the fiscal year 1911-12 
they will exceed this. Mr. President, 
when the Board of Pharmacy was ap- 
pointed in 1905 and held their first 
meeting for the. purpose of organizing 
and also their first regular. meeting for 
examinations and executive work, 
there was not enough money in the 
treasury of the board to pay the 
expenses of the meetings and the mem- 
bers had to hold the checks issued to 
them until sufficient revenues could 
be raised to meet the lability. In 
spite of the handicap of the great 
catastrophe which visited San Fran- 
cisco early in 1906, the board, by 
thorough business methods, and the 
proper enforcement of the laws under 
their jurisdiction, raised a fund of 
over $6,000.00. At the expiration of 
their second year’s work (June 30, 
1907), their total receipts were over 
$13,000.00. At the expiration of the 
third year (June 30, 1908), they were 
over $21,000.00. At the expiration of 
the fourth year (June 30, 1909), they 
were over $31,000.00. At the expira- 
tion of the fifth year (June 30, 1910), 
they were over $40,000.00, and at the 
expiration of the last fiscal year (June 
30, 1911), they were $54,597.65, cer- 


tainly indeed, a wonderful and credit- 


able showing. Can any business firm 
show better results? 

Mr. Munson states that this is the 
first printed report that has ever been 
sent out by the Board of Pharmacy. 
I would like to have Mr. Munson show 
me wherein it is the duty of the Board 
of Pharmacy to have printed and sent 
out such a report. There is absolutely 
nothing in the law governing this 
board which in any way calls upon 
the Board of Pharmacy to send out 
any report at all, or to have any 
report printed, and in so doing this 
year we have simply extended a 
courtesy to the pharmacists of the 
State. The law does require that the 
State Board of Pharmacy render an 


annual report to the Governor of the 
State, including a resume of the work 
of the board and a financial state- 
ment showing all moneys received and 
disbursed. This the board has done 
regularly every year. I am speaking 
of the boards with which I have had 
connection—the board of 1905 to 1909, 
as secretary, and the board appointed 
in April, 1909, as a member. These 
boards have never failed, at any time, 
at the expiration of the regular fiscal 
year, to render to the Governor a 
report, including a full financial state- 
ment of the affairs of the board. Gov- 
ernor Pardee was in office when the 
board was first appointed. Reports 
were rendered to him and were read 
by him, for we have letters, more than 
one, acknowledging receipt and com- 
plimenting the board for the good 
work they were doing and encourag- 
ing them to keep it up. Letters of 
similar tenor were also received from 
Governor Gillett. You will find copies 
of these letters in the April issue of 
the Drug Clerk’s Journal, in connec- 
tion with an article in that number 
written by the speaker. This is the 
first year we have had the honor to 
submit a report to His Excellency, 
Governor Johnson, and it is the very 
best report we have ever had. I am 
really surprised at Mr. Munson mak- 
ing the statement that ‘‘it is nobody’s 
business to check up the receipts and 
disbursements of the board.’’ Like 
on previous occasions, it only goes to 
show that Mr. Munson is attempting 
to discuss a subject that he does not 
know anything about. I am really 
surprised that a man who is apparently 
so interested in the laws pertaining 
to pharmacy should stand before an 
audience like this and make such an 
absurd statement. Under the old 
system it was the business of the State 
Controller and the State Auditor to 
investigate these matters. And they 
did, and the State Board of Examiners 
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audited all vouchers that went to 
Sacramento from all boards and all 
State institutions, and they examined 
and passed on all vouchers of this 
board. Deputy State Controller Moul- 
ton called at our office, examined our 
books and returned to Sacramento and 
reported conditions satisfactory. Mr. 
Munson was in Sacramento during the 
1911 session of the legislature the 
greater part of the time, ostensibly 
looking after all laws that affected 
pharmacists; he was there as chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee of 
this association, and raised funds for 
the expense of this work upon that 
basis. During the time Mr. Munson 
was in Sacramento there was a bill 
passed establishing what is known as 
the State Board of Control, yet Mr. 
Munson displays gross ignorance of 
the establishment of, or the duties per- 


taining to the office of this most im- 


portant commission. Now the State 
Board of Control has powers that have 
never been extended to any other set 
of State officers within the boundaries 
of California. They were surprised, 
themselves, when they realized the tre- 
mendous extent of their power. 
Among other things it is made the 


specific duty of the State Board of 


Control, at least once a year, to send 
one of their special deputies (men 
specially selected because of: their 
ability as expert accountants) to ex- 
amine the books and inspect the work, 
not only of the Board of Pharmacy, 
but of every State board, every State 
commission and every State institu- 
tion that derives any revenues by the 
operation of laws enacted by the legis- 
lature of the State of California. 
These include State asylums, State 
prisons, State schools, the Boards of 
Health, Medical, Dental, Optometry 
and all other official bodies; in fact 
any institution whatever that handles 
State money. It is made the specific 
duty of the Board of Control to go to 


the office of the Board of Pharmacy 
and check up their accounts. Mr. 
Munson complains that this report is 
not specific. The Governor does not 
want anything more specific than this 
from the board; the Board of Con'rol 
gives it to him in detail. To make a 
report such as Mr. Munson evidently 
wants would probably take up six or 
eight pages of this pamphlet, but the 
Governor does not want it that way. 
He wants it in a condensed form so 
as to show him quickly and clearly 
just what the board is doing. We are 
responsible to the Governor and to the 
people of the State of California, 
through the Governor, for an account- 
ing of our stewardship. We report to 
the Governor alone, and to him we 
have rendered our account, and we 
are proud of the account rendered to 
him by the State Board of Pharmacy. 
And I want to say now, Mr. President, 
and say it as emphatically as I know 
how, and I want you to understand 
it clearly, gentlemen, that the State 
Board of Pharmacy does not hold it- 
self accountable to any private body 
of men, such as the California Alumni 
Association, the California Pharma- 
ceutical Association or any like body, 
for their actions and the sooner you 
understand the situation the better 
for all concerned. 

Referring again to Mr. Munson’s 
statement that ‘‘it is nobody’s busi- 
ness to check up the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the board.’’ Let us go 
a little further. About sixty or ninety 
days ago an expert accountant of the 
State Board of Control came to the 
office of the Board of Pharmacy. He 
came unannounced. He walked into 
the office and said to the secretary, ‘‘I 
want to count your cash; I want the 
balance of cash you have on hand.’’ 
The secretary, after investigating his 
credentials, said: ‘‘Very well, sir.’’ 
Then opening the safe and the cash 
drawer, stated, ‘‘There is our cash, 
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the balance is in the bank.’’ The ex- 
pert then asked for the bank books 
and investigated the bank balance. 
He then said, ‘‘Let me have your 
books; I have been sent here by the 
State Board of Control to expert them. 
It will probably take me three or four 
days.’’ This, gentlemen, was a sworn 
accountant of the State of California 
and a deputy of the State Board of 
Control, and he worked under the 
personal supervision of the chief ac- 
countant. He took those books and 
went over every record that the board 
had, just as far back as we had a 
record. I told you we took office in 
1905; in April, 1906, some of the 
records of the office were destroyed by 
the big fire, but a great many of them 
were not destroyed, and these records 
showed for themselves. He checked 
up the records that were made by my- 
self, as secretary, for the period from 
1905 to July, 1909. He then checked 
up the records made by our present 
secretary, Mr. Zeh, my successor, who 
is still in office. This expert account- 
ant did not take anybody’s word for 
anything. No, sir! He took nobody’s 
word and nobody’s figures. He checked 
every item himself and made an item- 
ized report on the results of his per- 
sonal checking. Have you heard any 
report of any discrepancy or shortage 
in our books or accounts, as has been 
reported in the press of other boards 
and State institutions? None, what- 
ever. I regret that we have not yet 
received a copy of the report sent to 
the -Board: of Control and the Gov- 
ernor, that I may read it to you, but 
from all accounts, and some of them 
quite authentic, we learn that it is the 
best report rendered on any State 
board or institution yet investigated 
by the Board of Control. But irre- 
spective of the State audit, the Board 
of Pharmacy has a finance committee ; 
every three months they meet and 
check up every item on the books of 


the secretary and treasurer of the 
board for the previous quarter. At 
the close of my term of office as secre- 
tary, the board called in an outside 
expert accountant who checked up 
every item on the board’s books dur- 
ing my term, and his report showed 
an absolute balance. Just about two 
months before the deputy from the 


State Board of Control was sent to our 


office we again, as cautious business 
men, had an expert check up the books 
of the present secretary. The expert 
went over all items and reported that 
everything was as it should be. But, 
in addition to this, this special ac- 
countant of the State Board of Con- 
trol checked up everything, item by 
item. We have a receipt book for 
every kind of receipt. These receipts 
are numbered and they must be ac- 
counted for. I don’t know of any 
way that it would be possible for a 
secretary (and he is the only man em- 
powered to receive money for the 
board) to receive money and not ac- 
count for it. This expert from the 
Board of Control took these receipt 
book stubs (there are twelve or fifteen 
such books) and went over every item, 
checking same with the cash book kept 
by .the secretary and also the treas- 
urer’s books. He went over the thing 
so thoroughly that, instead of taking 
him three or four days, as he expected, 
he was on the job for thirty-four days, 


so great was the volume of business 


done by the board, so you can form 
an idea that it was a pretty big job; 
and yet Mr. Munson gets up here and 
tells you that ‘‘it/is nobody’s business 
to check up the receipts and disburse. 
ments of the board,’’ that ‘‘nobody 
knows how this money is spent and 
the Governor should be asked to in- 
vestigate the board.’’ How unfortu- 


nate it is that Mr. Munson displays: 


such ignorance, but in view of the 
many mis-statements Mr. Munson has 
made about other matters relative to 
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the board in the past, and his open 
feeling of animosity toward the board, 
it is not to be presumed that much 
else could be expected from him. 

Mr. President, I am more than proud 
of the record of the California State 
Board of Pharmacy, of which I have 
the honor to be a member. | 

Detailed itemized reports have gone 
to the Governor from expert account- 
ants of the State as to the finances of 
this board.and its methods of conduct- 
ing the business and performing the 
duties entrusted to them, and I think 
I can safely say I am speaking for 
the entire membership of the board 
when I state that we are. perfectly 
willing to be judged by the account- 
ing of our stewardship and abide the 
verdict of His Excellency, Hiram W. 
Johnson, Governor of the State of 
California, and the people of the State 
whom we serve. 


THE WORK OF THE STATE FOOD 
AND DRUGS LABORATORY 


By Prof. M. E. Jaffa, Director of State 
Pure Food and Drugs Laboratory 


The State Laboratory has been estab- 

lished and in operation for the past 
four years and a half. It is established 
for the purpose of enforcing the Pure 
Food and Drugs Act of March 11, 
1907. This law forbids the manufac- 
ture, sale or transportaifon of adulter- 
ated, mislabeled or misbranded foods, 
liquors or drugs, and regulates the 
traffic therein. Such a law should in- 
sure to the consumer food and drugs 
free from sophistication of any kind, 
and honestly labeled. 

The law is administered under the 
direction of the State Board of Health 
who have established the State Labora- 
tory, provided for in the law, at the 
University of California, Berkeley, 
where the analytical work necessary 
for the enforcement of the act is 
being earried on. The facilities are 
not nearly so adequate as they should 


be, but we trust that they will soon 
be enlarged. 

The advantages of having the labor- 
atory located at Berkeley are many, 
prominent among them are, first, that 
the work is thus placed upon a higher 
plane and many of the objectionable 
features usually surrounding such work 
when conducted away from a uni- 
versity are removed. Second, there 
are at a university far better oppor- 
tunities for conducting extended in- 
vestigations and research work than 
can usually be afforded in an ordinary 
laboratory, and it would appear that a 
laboratory established by and oper- 
ated under the auspices of a State 
Board of Health should not only be 
in a position to conduct such experi- 
ments but should be actively engaged 
in the work, because a modern pure 
food and drug laboratory should not 
confine its activities to merely police 
work, the investigational and the edu- 
cational side should be very thoroughly 
and deeply considered. 

Again, there are manifold advant- 
ages to the students of a university 
interested in food and drug anatyses 
and investigations offered by a prop- 
erly equipped and maintained food and 
drug laboratory, which are not ordi- 
narily found in a university where the 
state inspection is not carried on. 

It is well known that fertilizer con- 
trol work is exercised in almost every 
case in our country by a university 
or agricultural experiment station. If 
it has therefore been deemed best to 
locate the fertilizer inspection labora- 
tory in a scientific institution, is there 
not all the greater reason for estab- 
lishing the food and drug inspection 
laboratory in similar institutions? Is 
there any question of greater moment 
today than the inspection of foods in- 
tended for man? 

The organization charged with the 
enforcement of the law, includes: 


(1) Inspectors to procure samples 
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for analysis and information regarding 
the manufacture and sale of foods and 
drugs. | 

(2) Chemists in the laboratories of 
the State Board of Health in Berkeley. 

(3) The Food and Drug Commis- 
sion of the State Board of Health, 
whose duties are to consider all ques- 
tions arising in the enforcement of the 
Food and Drugs Act of March 11, 
1907, and to conduct all hearings based 


upon alleged violations of the Food 


and Drugs Act. 
These hearings are based upon 
' signed certificates by the Director of 


the State Laboratory. They shall be 


in private and confined to questions of 
fact. Parties interested therein may 
appear in person or by attorney and 
may propound questions and submit 
oral or written evidence to show any 
fault or error in the findings of the 
Director of the State Laboratory. 

If the examination or analysis be 
found correct or if the party or 
parties fail to appear at such hearing 
after notice duly served, the Secretary 
of the State Board of Health shall 
forthwith transmit a certificate of facts 
to the District Attorney of the county 
in which the said violation occurred. 

The Sheriff of any county of the 
state is authorized, on presentation of 
a verified complaint of violation of 
this act to purchase samples of the food 
or drug complained of and forward 
the same to the laboratory for exam- 
ination. 

The act provides that its penalties 
shall not be visited upon dealers pro- 
tected by a guarantee; and in enforc- 
ing the law, the State Board of Health 
thus attempts to protect the retail 
dealer who may be acting in good 
faith, and to place the responsibility 
on the shipper or manufacturer who is 
aware, or should be, of the nature of 
the product. 


The enforcement of the law-is con- 
fined mainly to goods produced, manu- 


factured and sold in the state. The 
Federal law deals only with imported 
goods from foreign countries or with 
foods or food products manufactured 
in one state and sold in another; but 
cannot, with exception of the Govern- 
ment inspected meat packing houses, 
exercise any supervision with refer- 
ence to foods or drugs manufactured 


In any state and sold only in that 


state. The urgent reason therefore is 
thus seen for the establishment of a 
State: Food and Drug _ Laboratory, 
covering the ground not provided for 
by the Federal law. 

No information relative to any case 
is given out except to the manufac- 
turers and dealers concerned until 
after hearing at Sacramento has been 
concluded, when notice is sent to the 
District Attorney of the county where 
the violation occurred. If, therefore, 
the hearing given the manufacturer or 
dealer should disclose that an error 
has been made, it could be easily recti- 
fied without any injustice to the repu- 
tation of the manufacturers of a brand 
of goods or those interested in its 
manufacture and sale. The informa- 
tion given the manufacturer or dealer 
is confined to a specific statement as 
to the manner in which a certain food 
or drug product fails to comply with 
the law. The complete results of 
analyses are not given out under any 
circumstances. 

No specific information regarding 
any particular brand of goods is given, 
except such as is involved in the notice 
to the District Attorney in connection 
with cases that have been decided to 
be in violation of the law. 


It has also been found impracticable 
to analyze samples sent in by individu- 
als, as requests of this nature are re- 
ceived in such great numbers that it 


would be impossible for the State 


Laboratory to comply with them. 
Moreover, it is the function of the 
department to stop the manufacture 
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and sale of adulterated and misbranded 
foods and drugs, and when this is 
accomplished, specific information 
about particular brands could be of no 
interest or value. 

The duties of the inspectors are as 
follows: 

(1) To investigate the wholesale and 
retail market and obtain samples of 
food and drugs. 

(2) To inspect manufacturing estab- 
lishments and secure information with 
reference to the nature and use of 
susbstances which are or may be em- 
ployed for the adulteration of foods 
and drugs, and methods of prepara- 
tion which may lead to the damage or 
deterioration of foods and drugs, or: to 
the use of improper materials in their 
manufacture. 

(3) To make special investigations 
concerning important questions of sani- 
tation and processes of manufacture. 
The inspector’s report periodically to 
the State Laboratory either in person 
or by correspondence. Inspectors do 
not maintain offices and only spend a 
small portion of their time at head- 
quarters.

We are very fortunate in that we 
do not have to make any standards or 
render any original decisions regarding 
labels, brands, ete. This matter is 
fully covered by Section 3 of the Food 
Act, which reads: | 

‘“‘The standard of purity of food and 
liquor shall be proclaimed by the Sec- 
retary. of the United States Department 
of Agriculture.”’ 

And Section 3 of the Drugs Act, 
reading : 

‘“‘The standard of of drugs 
shall be the United States Pharma- 
copoeia and National Formulary, and .- 


the regulations and definitions adopted 


for the enforcement of the Food and 
Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, shall be 
adopted by the State Board of Health 
for the enforcement of this act.’’ 

The results of the analytical work 
are published in the biennial report of 
the State Board of Health, and since 
the organization of the work two re- 
ports have been issued in 1908 and 
1910. These reports may be had upon 
application to the Director of the State 
Laboratory, University of California, 
Berkeley, California. The first report 
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covers only eight months of the work 
and during that period very little at- 
tention was paid to the matter of 
drugs, not because the imporance of 
drugs was in any way underestimated, 
but there appeared to be at the time a 
more urgent call for the examination 
of foods. The second report contains 
the results of the examination of a 
number of drugs as indicated in the 
following tabulation: 

As indicated by the foregoing data, 
two hundred and forty-three samples of 
drugs were examined at the laboratory 
during the period covered by the 
report. <A large percentage of medic- 
inal herbs in powdered form were 
adulterated by the admixture of 
foreign materials. In general, the mis- 
labeling or misbranding of drugs was 
mainly found among patent medicines, 
paregoric, cough syrups, etc. The labels 
of these did not declare the presence 
of alcohol, opium, acetanilide and 
other narcotic drugs are required by the

Food Inspection Decision No. 112, 
being practically a revision of regula- 
tion 27 of the California Pure Food 
and Drugs Act. Several drug samples 
were mislabeled, in that their labels 
bore false and extravagant  state- 
ments which were misleading and de- 
ceiving to the purchaser, thus consti- 
tuting a violation of the pure food and 
drugs law. 


The biennial report. of the State 
Board of.Health for 1910-12 will con- 


tain the results of the work of drugs 
during that period. The compilation 


for 1910 and 1911 is. now being maae 


and.is not ready for publication, but

It is the intention of the State Board 
of Health to carry on the educational 
work in all the interior distriets where 
heretofore it had not been possible 
to send inspectors, and in accordance 
with that plan a drug inspector has 
just now finished a thorough investi- 
gation of every town in San Diego 
County. Upon returning from that 
trip he will be immediately started 
out on ‘another educational trip in the 
central interior part of the State 
where heretofore there has been no 
inspections made. 
summer similar educational inspection 
and investigation will be carried on in 
the extreme northern part of the State. 
The educational work is the strongest 
weapon and the greatest hope in the 
enforcement of any law. 


EARLY PHARMACEUTICAL EDUCA- 
TION IN GREAT BRITAIN AND 
IN IRELAND 


By Richard E. White 


In Great Britain and Ireland fifty 
years ago there were no colleges of 
pharmacy. In Ireland the regulation 
and control of all pharmaceutical 
matters were in the hands of the 
Apothecaries’ Hall of Ireland. This 
body conducted its affairs in Dublin, 
where all examinations were held. He 
who desired to become an apothecary 
first applied to this body, from whom 
he was obliged to undergo an examina- 
tion in arts. The following were the 
subjects he was examined in: Eng- 
lish, mathematics, Latin, Greek and 
French; in mathematics the rudiments 


Again, during this | 


of algebra, and one or two books of 
geometry, in Latin. the Aeneid of 
Virgil, and of Sallust either the Jugur- 
thine War or the Conspiracy of Cati- 
line, in Greek the Dialogues of Lucian, 
and in French Fenelon’s Telemaque or 
Voltaire’s Charles the XIIth. If suc- 
cessful in this examination he was 
bound apprentice to an apothecary for 
from five to seven years. Practical 
pharmacy he learned in the laboratory 
and in the shop of his master and as 
the Apothecaries’ Hall was not a teach- 
ing body for instruction in other 


branches, he depended on the medical 
schools of which there were a number 
in the city of Dublin. At the end of 
his apprenticeship he presented himself 
again before the examining body of 
the Apotheearies’ Hall and if found 
competent received a license to prac- 
tice the art of the apothecary. 
Although a legislative union of Great 
Britain and Ireland was consummated 
in the years of 1800 asd 1801, there 
was still rather an anomalous condi- 
tion in reference to the laws so that 
all acts of Parliament passed for the 
government of the former country had 
to be passed separately and _ inde- 
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pendently if intended to be the law of 
the latter country. 

In the year 1841 the chemists and 
druggists of London and some of the 


provincial towns, recognizing that no. 


institution for the systematic education 
and examination of chemists and drug- 
gists existed in England, and that no 
proof could be given that each indi- 
vidual possessed the necessary quali- 
fications, decided that this objection 


must be met and that pharmacy must 


be placed upon a scientific footing, 
they therefore resolved to establish a 
society under the title of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society of Great Britain. 
The objects of this association as 
stated at the time were as follows: 
‘*For advancing the knowledge of 
chemistry and pharmacy, promoting a 
uniform system of education for those 
who practise the same, also for pro- 
tecting the collective and individual 
interests and privileges of all its mem- 
bers in the event of any hostile attack 
in Parliament or elsewhere.’’ 

Modern pharmaceutical education 
owes a great deal to the labors of 
Jacob Bell, a British pharmaceutical 
chemist who lived in the first half of 
the nineteenth century. It was at his 
suggestion that at a public meeting 
on the 15th of April, 1841, the Pharma- 
ceutical Society of Great Britain was 
formed. In the year 1843 this society 
was incorporated by royal charter and 


thus a permanent status was acquired, 


a school of pharmacy next was insti- 
tuted and also a museum and library 
were started. The chemical labora- 
tory in connection with this school 
was, when first instituted, the only 
one in England for teaching purposes. 
Jacob Bell devoted the best years of 
his life to educational advancement in 
pharmacy. With this purpose in view 
he started the Pharmaceutical Journal 
and for eighteen years he superin- 
tended its publication. He also 


brought forward a bill embodying his 
ideas on the subject, but when it be- 
came law he was disappointed with 
the result, as but little of it remained 
the same as when it left his hands. 

The first London Pharmacopoeia was 
issued in 1618, the last in 1851. The 
first Dublin Pharmacopoeia was pub- 
lished in 1807 and the last 1850. The 
first Edinburgh Pharmacopoeia ap- 
peared in 1699, the last in 1841. All 
these were in the Latin language and 
not until 1864 was one published in 
English. At that date the British 
Pharmacopoeia was issued in accord- 
ance with the medical act of 1858, 
which authorized the fusion of the 
Pharmacopoeias of the three kingdoms 
and assigned the task of carrying out 
this work to the General Medical 
Council created by that statute. As 
can be judged from the foregoing it 
was necessary for the student in 
pharmacy to have some’ knowledge of 
the Latin language. 

- The apothecaries of Great Britain 
and Ireland, with certain restrictions, 
were allowed to practise medicine, this 
privilege did not apply, however, to 
the body known as the chemists and 
druggists in England. Physicians’ 
prescriptions were compounded by the 
chemists and druggists in England, 
while in Ireland the apothecaries alone 
had the right to do this. 

This paper was suggested by a dis- 
cussion which arose at the last annual 
meeting of the California Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association as to whether a certain 
distinguished pharmacist who was edu- 
cated in England some fifty or sixty 
years since was a graduate of a col- 
lege of pharmacy or not. The initial 
sentence of this paper would have 


answered the question and finished the 


discussion—‘In Great Britain and 
Ireland fifty years ago there were no 
colleges of pharmacy.’’

THE HOUSE-FLY PROBLEM* 
By Frank Overton. 


Two distinct mental processes must 


precede each human act, first acquir- 
ing knowledge, and second, feeling an 
emotion over the knowledge. The 
great majority of people have not yet 
reached the stage of knowledge in the 
solution of the house-fly problem. 
Very few show any signs of feeling, 
except when a swarm of flies annoy 
them at meal time, or spoil their after- 
dinner nap. <A universal spread of 
knowledge concerning the dangers of 
house-flies, and a wide-spread horror 
at their sight must precede any con- 
ecerted action for their extermination. 
The knowledge and the horror will 
come very slowly in the natural course 
of events. It came with a sudden 
shock, to the army after the discovery 
that house-flies caused ten times more 
deaths than Spanish bullets. A heca- 
tomb of human victims from private 
life must yet be sacrificed in order to 
appease the American god of personal 
liberty, and permit the health officers 
to invade the sacred precincts of those 
temples of filth, the private cowyard 
and pigpen, and make eclean the 
breeding places of the imps of disease. 

Getting rid of house-flies is a prob- 
lem which is almost ridiculous in its 
simplicity. The solution is simply to 
clean up all manure piles and filth in 
order that flies can not breed. Pro- 
tection with screens, traps, and poison 
is good so far as it goes, but these 
means dos not reach the root of the 
problem. 

It is probable that the extermina- 
tion of flies will be helped by indirect 
means quite as much as by warfare 
directly against the pests. Farmers 
are compelled to keep their stables and 
barnyards clean in order to sell milk.

Cities 
dispose of their garbage and sewage 
in order to get rid of a nuisance 
which is offensive to sight and smell. | 
In all these ways the breeding places 
of flies are becoming restricted, and. 


the fly will disappear in the natural 


evolution of civilization. But still 
there are direct means of spreading a 
knowledge of the truth about the fly, 
and of arousing an active interest in 
its extermination. Let doctors preach 
a crusade against the fly from every 
sick room. Let teachers in public 
schools instruct the pupils about the 
life-history of the fly, and = impress 
upon their minds the fact that every 
maggot is a.young fly. Let boards of 
health compel all liverymen and farm- 
ers in the vicinity of a ease of con- 
tageous disease to clean their stables 
and yards. Let civic societies use the 
illustration of the fly as a terrible 
example of the dangers arising from 
unsightly yards. Let the leaders do 
these things, and an aroused public 
will gradually learn to do their part in 
fly extermination. 


Japanese Poison Law 

A new ordinance (No. 5) proclaimed 
recently by the Home Minister for Japan 
relates to the control of the sale of 
‘‘poisonous’’ and ‘‘powerful’’ substances 
for other than medicinal purposes. It 
came into force on June 1, and consists 
of twenty articles. The first indicates 
that certain substances which are not used 
in medicine shall be designated as poison- 
ous and powerful substances, and Article 
4 regulates that each vessel or package, 
which should be tightly sealed, shall bear 
the name of the substance and the words 
‘‘Not used for medicinal purposes,’’ as 
well as the word ‘‘Poisonous’’ in white 
on a red background or ‘*Powerful’’ in 
red type on a white background, according 
to the category in which the substance is 
placed. The cautionary type is to be the 
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same as that used for the word ‘‘ Poison- 
ous’’ or ‘‘Powerful.’’ Article 7, however, 


exempts persons accustomed to using these 


substances when they are sold or used 
among themselves. The following are lists 
of compounds coming within the new law: 


Poisonous Substances 
Arsenic, its compounds and preparations, 
and dyes containing arsenic. 
Hydrofluorie acid. 


Hydrogen and potassium cyanides and 
other cyanides except Berlin blue, and 
potassium ferro- and ferri-cyanides. 

Mereury compounds and dyes containing 
mercury, except. mercury subchloride, mer- 
cury subiodide, oleate of mercury, am- 
moniated mercury, mercury acetonitrile, 
mercury cyanate, and mercury sulphide. 

Phosphorus, phosphorus and 
their preparations. 

Soluble uranium salts and ‘dyes contain- 
ing uranium. 


Powerful Substances 
Ammonia, solution of, unless containing 


less than ten per cent. of ammonia gas. 
Aniline and its compounds. 


Barium compounds, except barium sul- 


phate. 

Bromine. 

Cadmium and its compounds.

There is also a list of poisonous and 
powerful substances used for domestic pur- 
poses for which the buyer is not required 
to give a signed order according to Article 
8. These are: 

Hair-dyes containing paraphenylendia- 
mine or silver nitrate. 

Hydrochlorie acid or sulphurie acid for 
use in fire-extinguishers. 

Insecticides containing copper sulphate, 
tobacco preparations, or mercury  sub- 
chloride. 

Vermin-exterminating preparations con- 
taining phosphorus or sulphonal. 

A perusal of the new regulations shows 
that they are drawn up with scientific 
accuracy with regard to the protection of 
the public. As to their practical applica- 
tion and utility there must be much douht. 
Evidently. users in technical industries are 
exempt from the provisions, and_ these 
must form the great bulk of users of the 
compounds for which the regulations are 
made. The pubhe demand in this country 
is comparatively small, so what must it 
be in Japan? The vendor must also have 
very extended knowledge to comply to the 
letter with the regulations.—The Chemist 
and Druggist. 


The Long Hatpin 
The Budapest police have taken in hand 
the danger of the big hatpin. By an ordi- 


nance of the chief of police the giant 


hatpin is to be suppressed. To begin with, 
the offenders are cautioned. Then if they 
persist in wearing these lethal weapons, 
they will be dealt with in the magistrate’s 
eourt. During the first week the police 
stopped 1,256 ladies.

Cherry Punch 
Squeeze enough oranges to secure 


one pint of fresh juice; add three pints 
of filtered water and half a pint of 
concentrated cherry syrup. Sweeten 


Slice a pineapple into small pieces 
and add to the mixture. 

Garnish with lemon sliced thin. 
Strawberries or raspberries may be 
added in season. Serve from a bowl 


to taste; one pound of sugar should be . in which a large cube of clear ice has 


sufficient. Chop one pint of Maras- 
fine; if you cut the cherries into quar- 
ters you will secure good results. Add 
these chopped cherries to the mixture, 
together with their liquor. Serve 
from a bowl in which a cube of pure 
ice has been placed. This makes a rich 
punch and more water might be added, 
if desired, care being taken to see 
that the punch is kept sufficiently 
sweet. But do not make the product 
too weak. 


Claret Punch 
Squeeze enough lemons to secure one 


pint of fresh juice; add four pints of 
filtered water, one pint of good claret 
and sweeten to suit. | 

Garnish with sliced lemon and 
orange, and try to serve a slice with 
each glass. If you are using narrow 
glasses, cut the slices of oranges into 
quarters, as otherwise they may not go 
into the glass. Serve from a bowl in 
which a large cube ot ice has been 
placed. 


Grape Punch 
Squeeze enough oranges to secure 


one pint of fresh juice; add four pints 
of filtered water, one pint of grape 
juice and sweeten to suit. 

Garnish with sliced oranges cut into 
quarters. Serve from a bowl in which 
a large cube of ice has been placed. A 
refreshing drink and a good leader. 


Lemon Punch 
Squeeze enough lemons to secure 


one pint of fresh juice; add four pints 
of filtered water, half a pint of fresh 
lemon syrup made from the fruit and 
sweeten to taste.

Squeeze enough oranges to secure 
one pint of fresh juice; add four pints 
of filtered water, half a pint of 
crushed orange and sweeten to suit.

Strawberries or raspberries 
may be added in season. Serve in the 
usual manner, and be careful to keep 
the crushed orange stirred up when 
serving, so that each customer may get 
a portion.

Rub the peel of a large lemon in six 
ounces of loaf sugar. Pound the sugar 
with the juice of the lemon, and add 
one-half pint of double cream and 
whip until stiff. Pour into deep sun-— 
dae cups or punch glasses and set on 
the ice to chill for a few hours, before 
the evening rush. Serve two Nabisco 
wafers with each glass. 


Grape Malt 
2 pints 
Mix thoroughly. 
Celery Malt 


Draw one ounce of fruit malt syrup 
into a sherbet glass, add a dash of 
dilute celery extract from squirter 
bottle, a dash of phosphate, draw soda 
water, stir and serve. Some people 
like a little shaved ice with these

DRUGGISTS FILE PROTEST AGAINST 
DRUG ORDINANCE 

The consensus of opinion among the 

druggists of Porterville, Cal. is that the 

present stringent liquor ordinance recently 


adopted by the city trustees is discriminat- 
ing against the various druggists in Porter- 
ville. This is the opinion of J. P. Holden, 
proprietor of the Holden & Holden Phar- 
macy, who says: 

‘‘We want the ordinance regarding the 
regulation of the sale of wood and dena- 
tured alcohol repealed, also the clause 
restricting the sale of drugs containing 
one per cent. alcohol. | 

‘‘The ordinance restricts us from sell- 
ing essence of peppermint and Jamaica 
ginger, but at the same time you allow 
the grocery store to sell it in any quantity 
they choose. Consider the malts. The 
ordinance restricts the sale of these, while 
the pool rooms ean sell this_ product. 
These are the things which the local drug- 
gists protest against and want the city to 
improve. 

‘*Your city. requires twenty-five dollars 
per month liquor and general license, but 
prohibits us filling or selling a preserip- 
tion ef more than six ounces and the 
records of my drug store show that we 
have not sold twenty-five dollars worth of 
liquor during the past month. 

‘‘We pay a higher license than any 
other business house in town and if this 
is necessary, why should we not be per- 
mitted to work upon the same footing as 
other business men? We claim that this 
ordinance is an unjust discrimination and 
should be remedied.’’ 

In diseussing the legality of the point, 
Mr. Holden said: ‘‘We have authority 
from the State Board of Pharmacy to 
prove that we have the authority to fill 
any ‘prescription that is written by a 
recognized physician. : 

‘‘We are willing to abide by the six- 
ounce clause and I personally want to see 
it in effect, as we do not want this pro- 
miscuous whisky selling,’’ was the con- 
cluding statement of Mr. Holden. 

The trustees took the matter under con- 
sideration.

Druggists Within Liquor Law 

That the law prohibiting the sale of 
intoxicating liquor within 2,000 feet of 
educational institutions applies to drug- 
gists and pharmacists is the effect of a 
ruling made by the Supreme Court of 
Washington, in affirming the judgment of 
the Spokane county Superior Court in 
the case of the State of Washington 
against F. A. Pomeroy. . Pomeroy, who is 
a pharmacist at Cheney, was charged 
with having filled a physician’s preserip- 
tion for a quart of-whiskey. The arrest 
ensued and he was prosecuted under the 
statute barring the sale of liquor within 
2,000 feet of state educational institutions. 
Pomeroy’s pharmacy is located within the 
2,000-foot radius. The Supreme Court 


says the law is elear on the subject and 
no exceptions are made and_ therefore 
the case must be affirmed.—Commercial

California Resources and Possibilities 

The annual report of the California 
Development Board for 1912. entitled 
‘‘California Resources and Possibilities’’ 
which is just off the press, contains some 
very carefully prepared figures showing the 
production in all lines of industry during 
the year 1911, and comparing these figures 
with those of former years gives very 
complete review of the tremendous growth 
of the state of California. 

The development of resources and the 
increase in wealth during the sixty-two 
years of her existence as a state are prob- 


ably. unparalleled in the history of this 


country. A review of the past ten years’ 
gsrowth is a very important thing in view 
of the fact that much capital is being 
invested in California each year and that 
the realization of the ultimate value of 
nature’s resources is as yet a long way off. 

The returns of the thirteenth census 
gives California an inerease in population 
since 1900 of 892,496, an increase from 
1,485,053 to 2,377,549, or a gain of 60.1 
per cent. | 

In the sixty-two years of statehood 
California has achieved financial strength 
that speaks well for the energy of her 
people and for the richness of her acres. 
The summary of products given in the 
report shows California produced in 1911 
in excess of one billion dollars in mineral, 
agricultural and manufactured products. 
This enormous sum has never been reached 
by. the Golden State in any previous year. 
During the past decade the value of manu- 
factured products has increased 105 per 
cent. while the increase for the United 
States was 81 per cent. 

A statement of the per capita wealth, 
private and public, and in per capita debt 
shows that California is foremost in the 
states of this country and among the 


countries of the world—Commercial News. 


FOOD INSPECTION DECISION 145 


Bleached Oats and Barley 


The Department of Agriculture has | 


received numerous inquiries relative to 
the application of the Food and Drugs 
Act to oats, barley, and other grains 
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bleached with the fumes of sulphur. 
It appears that by this process grains 
which are damaged or of inferior 
quality may be made to resemble those 
of higher grade or quality, and their 
weight increased by addition of water. 
Such products, therefore, are adulter- 
ated within the meaning of the Food 
and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, and 
can not be either manufactured or sold 
in the District of Columbia, or in the 
territories, or transported or sold in 
interstate commerce. 

It is represented, however, that 
grains which are weather-stained, or 
soil-stained, the quality of which is in 
nowise injured in other respects, are 
sometimes bleached with sulphur 
fumes. Pending the report of the 
Referee Board of Consulting Scientific 
Experts as to the effect upon health of 
sulphur dioxid, and the results of ex- 
periments being made by this depart- 
ment as to the effect of sulphur- 
bleached grains on animals, no objec- 
tion will be made to traffic in sound 
and wholesome grains which have been 
bleached with sulphur dioxid and from 
which the excess water has been re- 
moved, provided that each and every 
package is plainly labeled to show that 
the contents have been treated with 
sulphur dioxid. Bulk shipments should 
be properly designated on invoices. 
The terms ‘‘purified,’’ ‘‘purified with 
sulphur,’’ ‘‘processed,’’ ete., are mis- 
leading and not proper designations 
for these products. 

Attention is also called to the fact 
that grains bleached with sulphur 
fumes may have their germinating 
properties very seriously impaired.

New Jersey Tuberculosis Law 

Governor Wilson of New Jersey has 
recently signed the bill passed by the 
legislature which is designated the most 
advanced legislation so far enacted for 
the control of tubereulosis. It provides 
that tubereulous patients who refuse to 
obey the regulations of the State Board of 
Health as to prevention, and thus become a 
menace to the health of their associates, 
shall be compulsory. segregated by order 
of the courts, in institutions provided for 
this purpose. If any such patient refuses 
to obey the rules and regulations of the 
institution in which he is placed he may 
be isolated or separated from other per- 
sons and restrained from leaving the in- 
stitution. The law further provides that 
all counties in New Jersey shall, within 
six months from April 1, 1912, make pro- 
vision in special institutions for the care 
of all persons suffering from tuberculosis 
within the county limits. Maryland is 
the only other State which has enacted 
legislation providing for the compulsory 
segregation of dangerous cases of tuber- 
culosis, although in a few of the larger 
cities this power is exercised under the 
provisions of the sanitary code.—Medical 
Fortnightly. 


Assists the Food Law 


An unexpected tribute to the Pure Food 
Act is contained in the annual report of 
the American Can Company. The man- 
agement of that organization, in comment- 
ing upon the improvement shown in its 
earnings during 1911, takes occasion to 
say that the lessening prejudice against 
canned food is largely due to the enforce- 
ment of the measure in question and the 
prevention of the sale of articles im- 
properly packed. What it terms aug- 
mented confidence on the part of con- 
sumers, has brought recognition of the 
healthful quality of such goods, which, com- 
bined with their relative cheapness, has 
materially inereased the sales of packers’ 
cans manufactured by the company. The 
results are displayed in the earnings for 
the past twelve months of $5,416,339, an 
increase Over the figures of the preceding 
year of $1,959,802—Commercial News.

Use of Ipecac to Abort Typhoid Fever 


William Lawrence Frazier, Mountain 
Home, Idaho (Medical. Record), presents 
the histories of six cases of typnora fever 
in which he made use of ipecac to abort 
the disease. The drug was given in cap- 
sules coated with salol to prevent their 
dissolving in the stomach and causing 
vomiting. The ipecac was given for six 
successive days, beginning with thirty 
grains, and decreasing five grains each 
day until the dose was ten grains. The 
author believes that the disease was 
aborted, by means of this treatment.— 
Medical Fortnightly.

International Red Cross Conference at 
Washington 


In connection with this very important 
conference, the ninth held since the 
ratification of the famous Geneva Conven- 
tion, which has done so much to humanize 
the conditions of war, an interesting com- 
petition was held.

Prize Competition and was under Russian 
auspices, having been established by the 
Czarina in 1902. The subjects for com- 
petition varied from methods of organiza- 
tion to Roentgen apparatus, and ineluded 
a special class for methods of packing 
dressings. at aid stations and in ambu- 
lances. In this class the only award was

The material is corn oil vuleanized by 
a secret process. It is not poured into 
the tires, but comes from the factory in 
much the shape of huge sausages.

The 
makers guarantee that it will double the 
guaranteed wear of any tire, and when 
the casing is worn out the essenkay filler 
may be removed and placed in another 
tire. How many such changes the filler

used.
